Struck Claiming They : Were 


Not Given Ten Hours Paj 


for Nine flours Work 


All of the molders at the Wisconsin 


Engine Co. plant at Corliss, to the num- 
ber of 75 or 100, went out on a strike' 
just after dinner today and the molding 
department is idle. The nien claim that1' 
they were promised ten hours- pay -ibr; 
nine hours' work and supposed that'tlioy. 
were being thus paid until one; of theft 
number quit, received his cheek and 
found that ho • was only paid for nine 
hours' work instead of ten hours. An 
explanation was demanded and not be- 
ing satisfactory the molders all walked 
out. 
The offices of the Wisconsin Ear 


gine Co. were called up this afternoon by 
a representative of the Journal and a 
request made for their version of the 
trouble, but the gentleman at the other 
end refused to muke a statement, and 
simply said to let it drop. 


This is the second strike in the mold- 


ing department at the plant in question, 
the first one being over a year ago. At 
that time there was considerable feeling 
and when nonunion men were hired there 
were many' fights. The strikers camped 
in tents for months, but the difficulty 
was not settled until the old, Brown Cor-. 
liss Co. passed to the ' Wisconsin Engine 
Co. The company is 'crowded with work, 
making a .number of immer.se engine^ 
for the city of Milwaukee and -for other 
cities in the country. Just how long the 
strike will last is problematical.

"Hallway station. There 


were twenty men at work in the lock 
and three of them were rendered insen- 
sible either by the concussion or the 
smoke of a fire which followed it. Else- 
where in the tunnel" there were more 
than thirty meu at work. 


WILD SCRAMBLE FOR SAFETY. 


Woodwork 
supporting 
the 
tunnel 


caught fire instantly and.great clouds of 
choking smoke .poured into all parts of 
the tunnel. A wild rush for .the shaft, 
a thousand feet awav^and which \yns-tho 
only mean;; of exit, followed the explo- 
sion. 


The bucket by which the men were 


taken from the shaft to the street above 
could not carry more than six men and 
there was a desperate struggle among 
the frightened workmen to be the first 
to be taken out. 


RESCUERS ARE PROSTRATED. 


When the last of the conscious men 


-was brought to the surface he declared 
.that several men were lying unconscious 
at the bottom of the shaft. There was- 
a call for rescuers and—a dozen or more 
of the tunnel workers promptly respond- 
ed. Two of them were lowered into the 
shaft 
and those at the bottom 
were 


quickly brought up to the street. Three 
of the men employed in the tunnel were 
missed and one after another 
several 


parties of tunnel workers essayed to 
reach the men but were unable to pene- 
trate the long distance 
through 
the 


thick smoke and were themselves remov- 
ed from the tunnel half unconscious. At 
one time lifteen of the 
rescuers were 


stretched out on the sidewalks under 
treatment 
to resuscitate 
them 
after 


vainly attempting the rescue. 


Finally the smoke thinned out suffi- 


ciently to permit approach to the mouth 
of the lock where one man was found 
unconscious and it is believed dead. The 
others missing were supposed to be still 
in the lock where the explosion occurred.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 11.—That 


this country is cosily capable of produc- 
ing a billion and a half bushels of wheat, 
or about two and a hn/f times what it 
now produces, is the belief of Mark A. 
Cavleton, expert of 
the department of 


agriculture in charge of cereal investi- 
gation*. He considers the wheat possi- 
bilities of tiie United States so great one 
cannot estimate them in any except the 
roughest way. 


Mr. Carleton and his assistants are do- 


ing, remarkable work in.seeking to in- 
crease the wheat area and the yield pei- 
acre. They are developing winter wheat 
varieties that will grow farther north 
Hum most winter wheat is now grown 
and varieties that viil grow farther up 
on mountain lands and al--o on dry land 
areas. Winter wheat growing in place 
of spring wheat in being encouraged by 
.the department in such stubs as Illinois, 
•Iowa, Nebraska, '\Visron-iu, Minnesota, 
and South Dakota. 


The expert says winter wheat, is rapid- 


ly disp]»cing sprii-g wheat in 
those 


htntes and as it yields from five to ten 
buiihels more pfr acre the effect on the 
n'f!giTgntc yield is to greatly enhance it. 
Durum wheat nnd other varieties that, 
will grow where there is'littln rainfall 
are being- so .well developed that Mr. 
Cnrli'lon snys millions of acres of dry 
1'find thought now useful for grazing only 
CAII be made to grow wheat.

Over C.OOO Crowd Gnra£M of l*opdon--

LONDON, Oct. 9.—It is now estimated 


that .~>,000 American-owned motor cars 
aro. crowding the garages 
of

was packing at the rate of 


twelve cars a clay. He said that three- 
fourths of these machines were brought 
to Europe early in the summer from 
America, while the rest were bought on 
this side. 


AMERICAN GUESTS LEAD. 


At the prominent hotels it is said that 


a larger proportion 
of the American 


guests are owners of motor cars than 
any others. The Americans seem 
to 


scorn not only horse-drawn cairiagos, 
but petrol-driven vehicles, unless they 
are capable of high speed, even uphill. 
At Stratford-on-Avon Saturday the as- 
setnblagC'Of motor cars carrying Ameri- 
cans was so great that the street in 
which Shakespeare's home stands had to 
be cleared by the police. 


The fine roads through the hike dis-

cidcd to go after the animal. 'Befoi't 
starting on 'the expedition, however, he 
went to 'his mother and obtained her 
permission. 
His mother was the oldest 


woman of the tribe, and 'without her 
consent he wouldn't have 
stirred 
an 


inch. She gave her consent, so the na- 
tive hunter, armed only with a knife, 
started out. Three more of us, with 
rifles, accompanied 
him. 
We agreed.

only if he failed to kill the beast. 


"We came upon the bear in a. ravine. 


The native crouched on the ground as 
the bear came up. We became quite-«£• 
cited. It was to be a ha.nd-to-hand^bat- 
tle, and we feared the native would, get 
the worst of it. As the bear approach- 
ed the native it reared on its hind legs. 
We had our guns ready for inctant ac- 
tion. But the guns were not needed. 
Quick as a flash the native sprang up 
and had his knife plunged into the ani- 
mal's heart and was away several steps 
before the bear knew what had happen- 
ed. It was a death blow, and we pack- 
ed the pelt back to Karluk in triumph."
